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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sankhagowit (USPN 4801 561 ). 

Sankhagowit teaches a method comprising providing a tape frame with test pads 
and bond pads, affixing a die, wire bonding to the bond pads, overmolding and 
subsequently performing testing and burn-in on the package (col 4 lines 4-49 and col 5 
line 42 - col 6 line 38). 

3. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cipolla et al. (USPN 5343366). 

Cipolla teaches a method comprising providing a tape frame with test pads and 
bond pads, affixing a die, wire bonding to the bond pads, overmolding and subsequently 
performing testing and burn-in on the package (col 6 lines 12-52). 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin 
(USPN 6249052 B1). 
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Lin teaches a method comprising providing a tape frame with test pads and bond 
pads, affixing a die, wire bonding to the bond pads, overmolding, applying solder balls 
and subsequently performing testing and bum-in, cutting the tape to extract the die and 
affixing to a substrate via the solder balls (figure 4A, col 3 line 1 - col 4 line 1 3, col 6 
lines 15-67, col 8 lines 20-50 and col 9 lines 36-45). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
